New Orleans, July 14—American Le­ 
gion members from all parts of the 
world are expected to attend the nat­ 
ional convention In New Orleans next 
October as a result of a fifty pur cent 
reduction in passenger rates announced 
on vessels of the U. S. Shipping Board. 
A letter received from W. B. Keene, 
traffic manager of the United States 
Shipping Board Emergency Fleet Cor­ 
poration, states that the fare reduction 
will be granted on single or round trip 
tickets to those Legion members and 
their families, who show conclusively 
that It is their intention to be present 
at the New Orleans convention. 
The reduced fare will also prevail 
on the United States lines, operating 
passenger service in the North Atlan­ 
tic, and on the Munson 
Steamship 
Line, operating between New York and 
the East coast of South America, pro­ 
vided accommodations are available. 
Convention officials believe that 
reduced fare will increase the delega­ 
tions to the conventions from cities on 
or near the Atlantic coast and the 
Gulf of Mexico, as well as from twen­ 
ty-one foreign countries where legion 
posts are organised.

J AM delighted with Gifford 
Piechot*» victory in Penn­ 
sylvania.

There Is st 
present a bewildering and unsuccessful 
attempt at comprehensiveness. It falls 
of its purpose In giving neither » 
quate information nor discipline. It 
asks too much of fee student, nnd «*• 
little. I believe that we need a few 
fundamental), substantial studies which 
are thoroughly mastered. I am one of 
those who believe in the classical and 
mathematical training nnd I do not 
think that we have found any satisfac­ 
tory substitute for it. But the impor­ 
tant point is the insistence upon con­ 
centration 
and 
thoroughness. 
The 
function of the secondary school 1» net 
to teach every thing, 
hut really to 
teach something, to lay the basis for 
the subsequent, nnd more definitely 
specialized, intellectual endeavor. 
I think also we have done too mu* h 
to encourage intellectual vagrancy in 
college. Of course there should he op­ 
portunity to select courses having in 
view definite scholastic aims, but we 
have gone so far feat n college educa­ 
tion, outside of the technical schools, 
may mean little or nothing-” 
These were pretty hard blows. But 
they all ring true. The men and wo­ 
men most cognizant of their truthful­ 
ness sat before the Secretary as he 
spoke.

Secretary of State Hughes, in fee 
course of an address to the members 
of the American 
Educational Asso­ 
ciation in session at 
Boston, 
used 
terms of condemnation for 
what he 
called “intellectual/ vagrancy,” which 
seems to have struck a sympathetic 
chord with many. Mr. 
Hughes 
be­ 
lieves in the old time education which 
had as its object the growing of brain 
muscles, as it were, that could wrestle 
independently with new problems in 
the strength gained from the habit 
and training of wrestling with old ones. 
Said he: 
“When we consider the true object 
of education, to 
give 
fee 
training 
which will enable one to make the 
most—that is the best—of one’s self, 
we must realize that fee foundation 
should be laid in a few studies of fee 
highest value, in self-discipline, and 
that there should be supplied every In­ 
centive to attain that mental and spir­ 
itual culture which con 
notes, not merely knowledge and skill, 
but character. This means self-dental, 
hard work, the inspiration of teachers 
with vision, and an appreciation of 
the privileges and oblgations of eft I- 
zensbp in democracy. 
Tn the elementary schools it means 
that sort of training which insists, at 
whatever cost, on fee mastry by the 
student of the subject before him, on 
accuracy—the lark of which, I regret 
to say, Is now conspicuous in students 
of all grades—the correct use of our 
language and the acquisition of that 
modicum of information which every 
one should possess. 
In the secondary schools (our high 
school and academies) it means that

while on his summer vacation at Mus- 
koka Lakes Ontorio, Can. Dr. Wright’s 
lK)dy is being returned to St. IxjuIk, 
his former home, accompanied by his 
wife, and Interment will be made there 
alongside his son, who died in the ser­ 
vice during the late war. 
No funeral arrangements have been 
made, but word Is awaited from Mrs 
Wright. 
Dr. Wright lived in Dallas about 
fifteen years, where he raised his fam 
ily and preached over Texas and Ok 
lahoma. He later moved to St. Louis 
Mp., so that he would be more central 
ly located as his work extended to the 
Atlantic aea coast. 
Dr. Wright was bom at Boggy De 
pot Jan. 1, I860. He was the son of 
ex-Qoxeraor Allen Wright, a noted full 
blooded Choctaw chief and also n. 
divine In the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. Dr. Wright’s mother came as 
a missionary from Ohio to the Choc­ 
taws in 1865. 
He is survived by his wife and daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Charl^i Buckner Harrison,, 
and her two children of St. Louis; 3 
brothers and 4 sisters. 
Dr. Wright held a revival in Co­ 
manche about 1906, in the spring, and 
will he remembered 
well here. He 
was a friend of Rev. Gaines B. Hall, 
then iiMiBtor of the Presbyterian church 
at Comanche, and the man responsi­ 
ble for the building of the new Pres­ 
byterian church here, as well as one 
of ihe most loved and useful ministers 
any denomination 'has over sent or 
hrouglit among us.
